Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the prior art fails to the 
the unstream infiltration of contaminants. Applicant's arguments are not persuasivbe in view of the non-entry of the After-Final 
Amendment and the pending 1 12, second paragraphs issues. Additionally, since the prior art is performing the same steps as the 
instantly claimed invention, one would reasonably expect the limitations of "resist upstream infiltration of a contaminant" to be met. 
Applicant argues that Plavink fails to teach different embodiments in which air is ntroduced along different lengths of the conduit. 
Applicant is directed to Figs. 1,12, 17 which illustrate air being introduced along different lengths of tubing. Applicant arguest that 
Piavnik fails to teach the circumferential location of claim 20. Applicant's arguments are not persuasive because they are not 
commensurate in scope with the instantly claimed invention. Applicant argues that the prior art fails to teach the limitations of claims 20- 
22. Applicant's arguments are unpersuasive in view of the indefiniteness, as previously discussed in the last Office Action.. 
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
